Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  as  M.O.H.  of  the  Fowey 
Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  1953. 

During  the  year  the  amount  of  shipping  entering  the  Port  was 
1,030  vessels  of  339,925  tons.  Details  are  given  in  the  following 
Table  : - 
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As  compared  with  the  figures  for  1952  there  is  a decrease  of  22 
vessels  and  an  increase  of  7,276  tons.  There  is  a tendency,  as  noted 
in  1951  Report,  for  the  employment  of  larger  motor- vessels  in  coasting 
and  Home  trades ; so  that j of  the  vessels  frequenting  the  Port,  those  of 
under  300  tons  are  fewer  and  those  of  300-1000  tons  are  increased. 

Of  the  ships  inspected  407  of  224,057  tons  were  at  Fowey;  and 
623  of  115,868  tons  at  “other  Harbours1'. 

PASSENGER  TRAFFIC  . 

In  the  course  of  the  year  2 passengers  landed  and  returned  to 
Holland.  Passnger  were  embarked  to  the  number  of  24,  four  for  U.S.A, 
and  the  remainder  to  Continental  Ports.  There  were  also  2 repatriated 
persons,  one  a stowav  and  the  other  a deportee, 

WATER  SUPPLY  . 

Samples  are  taken  periodically  of  the  local  Borough  Council’s 
supply  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  water  supplied  to  shipping  remains 
satisfactory  and  there  have  been  no  bad  reports  in  this  connection. 
During  the  summer  months  there  has  been  the  usual  perennial  shortage  and 
vessels  were  at  times  obliged  to  go  elsewhersin  order  to  fill  up  their 
tanks.  It  is  understood  that  plans  are  in  hand  by  means  of  which  the 
Ajfcrea  may  be  assured  of  a more  plentiful  supply,  but  it  is  unlikely 
that  there  will  be  any  considerable  for  some  while, 
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NOTICES  SERVED  . 

Iftiringthe  year  45  informal  Notices  were  served  in  connection  with 
nuisances  and/or  minor  structural  defects.  When  necessary  Owners 
were  communicated  with  in  order  to  ensure  that  these  matters  were  ' 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

There  were  no  cases  requiring  a Report  to  3. of  T.  Surveyors.

During  the  year  there  were  destroyed  (a)  rvn  hn^rri  shins  ^ m nr>i- 
and  2 Brown  rats  by  means  of  poison  baits. 


from  Fowey  Jetties  and  26  Brown  from  the  docks  at  Par.  In  areas  such  as 
these,  when  poison  bait  is  used,  comparatively  few  rats  are  recovered. 
The  higher  number  at  Par  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  one  par- 
-ticular  section  trapping  was  resorted  to  owing  to  the  presence  of  live 
stock. 

HARBOURS . 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  general  drainage 
system  of  the  docks  at  Par
